The House of Bourbon, which has
Eivon a0 many soveraigns to Franoce,
Spain aud Lialy, is of Freool origio,
deriving its pame from the old lords
of Hourbon, & noble fumily whioh
ednturies ago held vory large landed

ossansioos in the former provines of
Rourbonnaiy, sitanted io the conter of
Femace. Through the marvisge of a
wombar of the Uspet fumily with «
Bourbon hoiress, the noble house
bovanie allied to royalty in the thir

wenth contury, and about the middla
of tho sizieemh we find the Girst of
the race ou a throoe, in the person of
Antoive de Bourbon, King of Na-
varve. Antoioso was the futher of
the gallant and ronowned Henry of
Navarco, who afterward beeame King
of Franoa under the title of Henry
LV. With this celobrated Prince be-
gius the history of

THE MOURDON DYNASTY IN PRANOE.

Aod what a history! Extending
from 1589, when Henry LV asccuded
the Freoch throve, to 1830, woen
Charles X was driven out of his
kingdom by the Revolution of July,

The ouly surviving descend
aut of Charles, nod represenintive
of the alluged claims of the Bourbons
o the Freuch throne, is that samo
randson, now koown as the Oouct
¢ Chambord, who in 48 years of ago.
He is, of oourse, ao oxile, but is re-
garded as the lawful King of Frauce
by the legitimists, whose hopes of »
reatoration ho feeds by oceasioually
holdiong levees in kingly style.
